
St. Louis Company Named 
To Sell Geodesic Domes

John Combs, well-known 
building materials represen­ 
tative in the St. Ixiuis area 
who recently opened his 
own distribution and mar­ 
ket firm, has been named 
sales representative of the 
all-aluminum gocdcsic dome 
manufactured and erected 
exclusively by Temcor.

The appointment was an­ 
nounced by Dr. Robert D. 
McCauley. sales manager 
for Temcor of Torrance. ,

Combs, who has more 
than 20 years experience in 
handling metal building pro­ 
ducts for the construction 
industry, and in represent­ 
ing such products to archi­ 
tects and engineers, will

strncted floor space The 
aluminum may be of clear- 
or gold-anodizing.

With all components man- 
factured at the Torrance 
plant, a five-man Temcor 
crew can erect a dome on its 
site in four or five weeks.

Construction is by a unique 
"top-down" assembly meth­ 
od which allows the work­ 
men to remain on the 
ground, assembling the pan­ 
els and trusses around a 
central hoisting tower. As 
each ring of components is

completed, the entire assem­ 
bly is hoisted to allow the 
installation of the next rinc 
When the dome is complet­ 
ed and set on its suppoit. 
the lifting tower is removed 
and the hole is filled with 
either more manels. a sky­ 
light or a cupola ventilator. 

The domes, which have 
been erected in many parts 
of the world, are designed 
for a 40 psw snow load ca­ 
pacity, and have withstood 
hurricane winds of 125 mph 
without damage.
